India, Hougkong, Sinm, the Malay States, 
and the Straits Settlements, to consider the 
question of local fixity of exchange between 
gold and silver. Such a mecting bas never 
come off, but M. Dsuoncue’s proposal 
nevertheless was sound in that it expressed 
the idea that all the above countries ore in 
common interested. in the question. We 
have to consider whether Hongkong must 
lag behind the rest in culling serious atten- 
tion to the problem in its local aspect, 
waiting upon the action of China. As we 
suid some time ago, it id not for Hongkong 
to stand still until circumstances force 
China to move. We kuow already that the 
idéa of a-gold standard has been suggested 
in Peking by a Russian agent, and indeed 
we have but lately read in the Peking and 
Tientsin Times an exhortation to Great 
Britain to step in to back China, lest Russia 
by being the first in the field should “ drive 
a long nail into the coffin of British 
preeminence both in trade and in politics.”’ 
Naturally we understand that discussion in 
a ‘Tientsin paper, cf however high a 
standing, does not bring a gold standard 
appreciably nearer to China. But the fact 
that the idea is actually in the uir makes it 
imperative that Hongkong shull. not be 
backward in urging an expert. consideration

It was unwise not to 
jurn the sbield on both sides, -Txnde interests 
and political supremacy were questions which 
came in, Wut only in the larger horizon sug- 
gested by the question—what kind of civilisa- 
tion ia to ultimately characterise thess 400 
millions of yellow men? What waste be the 
human dostiny of these millions? . Civilisatica, 
as wo understood it and enjoyed it in the West 
was the cumulative product of past agesand our 
civilisution was the result of a constuatly pro- 


gressive movement, It was on inhoritanoo |, 
which had rapidly culmivated. He supposed | 


that more had been accomplished in the 
last eontuty than in al the world’s’ history 
‘hgfore, and this was not ouly an epconrage- 
ioent but a warning suggesting to us that 
in’ the twentieth century—parkaps in tie 
first -half—the. procoss of rapid culmination 
might’ go on in tho same ratio; and, if 
that was so then some éxtraordioary things 
were going to happea oat here in the Far’

. THE CHINESE, : 

In the first, place, we were mot facing o 
dying, a decadéut race of people like the Austra- 
lian cborigines, the American Indians or, 
perhaps, the Filipinos——hs had very little hope 
for the Filipinos ag » representative race. Nor 
here were we facing 400 millions of barbarians., 
Thy titne was past when intolligeat pzople 
spoke thus, Yet held heard in India edneated 
people call the Hinds. a “nigger” And inthe 
some way it was custvmary to talk about the 
Chinese as “ heathea Chinee.” We did our § 
salves aud the whole question o great injustice 
if we allowed ourselves to tal about tho Chinese 
thus, As amutter of fact we were dealing with 
a very uncient, virilb cud constantly increasing 
type of man and nota man of a very greatly 
inferior race. ‘the Chinese represented 3 
civilisation sume sentaries older ‘than ours, 8 
civilisation in many reapects the equal of oars, 
in some respvots the superior of ours, and he 
represented an intellectual and ethical life that 
should. give the Englishman ond American 
serious pause before they spoke in terms of 
contempt of the Chiucse. Bere were wo, o 
comparatively little handful of Anglo-Saxons, 
locking into the face of the Far East with its 
popnlation of three-fifths ‘of all the puople that 
dwell upon the earth, Inu Chiaa alone there 
was one-third of the whole hnman raga, If we 
looked aot the question from a military point of 
view as betweon Europe and Asia it'was quite 
witbin the area of pogsibilities for China 
to put from 60 to 80- millions-of : soldiers 
ia the-field, dealing, that was -to ssy, with 
her. population on the same basis os Germany 
and other European - nationg dealt with 
theirs,” And they all knew. what.‘ Ghinose 
Gordon” ‘said about. the Chinese. nnd their 
capacities for being soldiers. He did not 
apprehend that such an army would ever “be 
put in the field. for China, “but it as. 9 
potajtiality, and, ogainst it, it would not be 
possible for Europe to put more than five 
millions. But it.was vot.a. question of the 
physical force of the Eest against the physical 
force of the West; it was the. civilization of, 
tlie ouw, against the civilisation of the other.

‘Tiere waa a racial antagonism botween the 
Enst and tho West’ which no man had yet been 
uble to fathem.- India and China were par 
excellence the religious countries of the world. 
Their people were the people of faith: We wore 
essentially materiutists, and it was becous+ 
Christianity bad come to us and bad bred in us 
somo little reeognition of the supernatural that 
we had anything to do with the superpatnral, 
The Asiatic was always eveing aud being called 
by that other world. Tho European practically 
was a materinlist ; ho balieved in the Now, not 
jn the Heresfter. ‘It was that mind we were’ 
bringing over bere to deal with thé extra- 
ordinsrily spirituol mind of the Eust. We 
had got into the “habit of talking sbout 
tho Chinese as filthy. It was “not fair to 
judge a peoplo by its “ submorged tenth,” 
bat he thought there were whole districts 
in London, Paris, New York ond Berlin that for 
filth, squalor and degradation were us badass 
anything to be found in Chins. They were 
told ‘the Chinwse were crucl. Wus thut ao 
| eculinrly-—Cbineso -churacteristic + ‘hink of 
the herrible barbarities of the medicval, ages ia 
Europe! The main point of differentiation. 
betweou the Eust and the West was that the 
Uhinese had an arrested civilieation. ‘Lhey bad 
made no advance for a thousand years. The 
‘Westerner waxa thinking man and therefore hd 
progressed, The Hasterner was a meditating 
mon, und therefore had stagnated ; he was a 
fatalist, and that was what made bim a fanatic 
in war, here had beeu three great attempts 
hy tho West to master the East. First came 
Aloxunder,theu the Romans, then tho Crusaders, 
Every attempt bad beon a dismal failure, Nows 
a thoasund yeus after. the last attempt Eugland 
and Russia were moving’ Hast simultaneously. 
Englund hed made her way sound Cape Horn 
up iuty the Pacific and tho fodijan Ocean. 
Russia had moved along the North. Whether 
each would keop its part wus to by eettled, but 
neither hed yet made the slightest impression 
upon the.Asiatio mind or civilisation. ; 


EUROPE IN Asa. 

Tho prospects of Europe in Asia wero proble- 
mutical, “From the military point of view he 
was afraid there wus more perilin awaking tho 
sleeping, giant than. in binding him. Lord 
Wolseley called it tho Chinese terror. We had 
get hold of the bear's tail aud wo were afrdid to 
keep hold of it and very wuch afraid to let ic 
go. ut now as to the Anglo-Saxons: o 
hurdred years ago there were less than 25 
millions of ‘people speaking the English 
language. To-day thore wero 125 millions. (Ap- 
plause,) That ratio was increasing, Unlike the 
Latin raves, the Anglo-Saxon was not disappesr- 
ing. It wosthe winuing race. The aoluticn of the 
-Hastern question Jay withtho Anglo-Suxon ruce 
and with Christianity, The Anglo-Saxon was 
the man and Christianity the. motive. He was 
not now talking asa practical theologian or a 
-preacher hot os a practical politician, if you 
please, and Christianity was the best pelitics in 
the world, The people that turned their backs 
upoa- Christianity were riding to the worst fall 
the world had ever seon, ‘The Anglo-Saxon 
wasa residnum of all races. ‘Its great principles 
were the right of the individual, freedom. of 
conscience, persvnal liberty, free government. 
If. Germany did not make peace with the Anglo- 
Saxon peoples aad silies of the. Anglo-Eaxons 
she wns lout, The Anglo-Suxou was the only 
successful colonist the world had ever seen. 
‘What was Spain today? What was Portugal ? 
What was France? . France had a little-colony 
down here at Tonkin and she-was sitting 
there shaking ond shivering now. Sho 
was sitting on tho top of a volcano: The 
Dutch: colonists ‘had not beon. very eucvess- 
fol. Germany was making a. big hullabaleo 
about colonising. but sho could not colonise ; 
she had not got: personal ‘liberty -and froe 
government. No notion could. colonise nith a 
mailed fist. (Applause) The Anglo-Saxon 
was a conqusring race. If had ‘nerer been 
beaten in war for I,lUU' years. The blue-eyed
